The Kissing of Two Russian La- 
dies by Bold Turks. 


Imprisonment of the Offenders by 
the Ozar’s Ambassador. 


The English Liberals Anxious te Force a 
General Election at an ¥arly Date—Sir 
Francis De Winton Departs for Africa— 
Germany's Campaign in the Dark Con- 
tinent—The Panitza Conspiracy Against 
Prince Ferdinaad—Gen. Sir Frederick 
Middleten’s Successor—Mexican Mat- 
ters—The Internatiqnal Miners’ Con- 
gress—Foreign News. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 23.—It has been as- 
certained that the ladies belonging to the 
Russian Embassy, who were assaulted while 
walking at Buyukdere, were not the daughters 


ofthe Chief Drasoman of the Embassy and, 


her governess, but his wife and daughter. 
Neither were the offenders four Turkish sol- 
diers asthe first stated buta Turkish officer 
and five students. The ladies were walking 
ina garden when they were seized by tne 
Officer and students, who forcibly kissed 
them. A party ofsailors belonging to a Rus- 
sian dispatch boat happened to be inthe 
garden. They heard the ladies’ cries for help 
and ran to thelr rescue. They captured four 
of the assailants, but the fifth suc- 
ceeded in making hie escape for the time 
being. The sailors conveyed their prisoners 
tothe Russian Embassy and delivered them 
into the keeping bt M. de Nelidorff, the Rus- 
sian Ambassador. The day after the assault 
was committed the man who made his escape 
was arrested and locked up atthe Embassy, 
where his companions are still detained. The 
Turkish authorities asked that the prisoners 
be turned over to them for trial and pun ish- 
ment, but M. de Nelidorff refuses to transfer 
them to the Ottoman officials, basing his re- 
fusalon the ground that Turkish justice is 
illusory. The affair has created much com- 
ment and it is feared it will result in compll- 
cations between the Russian and Turkish 
Governments. 


England. 


LONDON, May 23.—The Liberals are extremely 
anxious to force a general election at as early 
a day as possible, owing to the discontent 
aroused among the British taxpayers by the 
land purchase bill and the belief that that dis- 
content would involve a Liberal victory. In 
every speech made by the Gladstonians the 
cost of the land purchase scheme is kept 
prominentiy to the front, the figures being 
placed at £150,000,000 instead of the Govern- 
meént’s estimate of £30,000,000. Lord Salis- 
bury, however, shows no disposition to accept 
advice from his antagonists. He has a safe 
working majority in Parliament and a legal 
lease of official life forthree years longer un- 
less a failure to support the ministry on some 
vital question should involve an appeal to 
the country. His partisans stand by him on 
every vote, and the ranks of the Liberal- 
Unionists show no signs of a break, whatever 
may be the sentiment of their constituencies. 

THD SEB OF ST. ALBANS. 

The recent predictions as to the appolntee 
to the vacant See of St. Albans have been up- 
set by the elevation of Mr. Festing, the pre- 
bendiary of St. Albans, to the Episcopal 
chair. The appointment was a complete 
surprise and was made, it is understood, to 
avoid giving offense to the friends of the large 
number of active applicants for the place. 
Mr. Festing was not regarded as a possible 
appointee. 

MRS. WOOD’S PENSION. 

The Government has granted an annual 
pension during her life time of £50 to the 
widow of the famous British naturalist, Wood. 

ADVISING THE TORIES. 

The Chronicle advises the government to 
drop both the Irish land purcnase andthe 
compensation bills, or else modify them to 
meet the objections of the Gladstonians. 
Otherwise the paper believes both measures 
will be defeated in the final division if not at 
an earlier stage. 

PRINCE ALBERT VICTOR. 

The Queen has made Prince Albert Victor, 
eldest son of Prince of Wales, Duke of Clar- 
ence and Avondale and Earl of Athione. 


The Dark Continent. 


Lonpon, May 23.—Sir Francis de Winter, Sir 
John Willoughby and Capte. Smith and 
Williams will take their departure from Lon- 
don for Southeast Africa to-night in the inter- 
est of the British East African Co., and it is 
expected thut active results will follow their 
arrival there., It is stated that exceptional 
powers have been granted by the Govern- 
ment to Sir Frantis, comprising authority to 
take any action that may seemto him best 
calculated to conserve the interests of 
England in Africa and at the same 
time extend her sphere of influence. 
It is an open secret that this step has 
been taken in deference to the recommen- 
dations and warnings of Mr. Stanley, who 
has persistently contended since his arrival 
here that Germany’s activity was rapidly 
drawing to her the influence in Africa that 
England was losing by her apathy. The Ger- 
man Government, through its representatives 
in the anti-slavery conference in Brussels, is 
exerting a powerful influence in favor of the 
abolition of free trade in the Congo State, and 
it is understood that unlessthe powers con- 
sent tothe imposition of duties on imports, 
King Leopold will be compelied to sell the 
Congo country to England. The chief op- 
ponent of the impositien of import taxation 
in the Congo State is, singularly enough, the 
highly protected United States Government, 
which ts contebting the competency of the 
conference to impose the proposed taxation. 

GERMANY AFRICAN CAMPAIGN. 

BERLIN, May'33.—It is announced that Maj. 
Wissmann gill arrive inthis city about the 
end ot June. Rumor alleges that his visit is 
at the instance of the government, and with a 
view to obtaining the Major’s counsel in the 
organization of an African campaign on an 
extended scale. This report is supported by 
the recruiting operations of Lient. Graven- 
reuth. 

THE RUMOR TRUE, 

A dispatch has been received here from Mai. 
Wisemann, Imperial German Commissioner 
to East Afriva, stating that he will arrive in 
Berlin during the latter part of June. 
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and viewing with considerable fear the pros- 
pect of evacuation and abandoment of the 
country to the Khedive’s authority. While 
there ig no interferences on the part of the 
British with the administration of justice 
among the natives themselves, yet the pres- 
ence of the British is regarded as having a 
strong Influence in preventing the outrages 
and oppression which Rave usually attended 
native government in the East, Egyptian f- 
nances are ina more prosperous condition 
than for many years, whilethe Khedive’s 
suzereign, the Sultan, is sunk in almost hope- 
less bankruptcy and unable to pay either his 
troops or his navy.

Loxpox, May 23.— M. Hitrovo, the Russian 
Minister to Bucharest, has been sum- 
moned to receive the censure of his Goy- 
ernment forthe bungling manner in which 
he managed the Panitza conspiracy against 
the life of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria.

BERLIN, May 23.—The annual spring review 
of the Berlin garrison took place at the Tem- 
plehof to-day.

A 
large crowd of spectators attended the re- 
view,and their Majesties were enthusiastically 
cheered.

Mexican Matters. 


CITY OF MEXICO, May 23.—The Senate has 
taken up the pill relating to the Villa Con- 
struction Co., which contracts to bulld for 
the Government artillery aud exvairy dar- 
racks, a hospital for contagious diseases, a 
large central hospital, sixteén school houses 
and an extension of the Palace of Justice. An 
ample concession is granted, giving the com- 
pany the right to build 2,500 dwellings, all the 
building material tobe admitted dwy tree 
and the houses to be exempt from taxation for 
six years. Itis reported thatthe same com- 
pany has the city sewerage contract. Both 
concessions are considered the most Impor- 
tant yet granted. Money is very stringent 
here.

KEMMLER DOOMED TO DIE| 


THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT BE- 
FUSES TO INTERFERE. 


Decision ef the Court on the Application 
fora Writ ef Krror—Congressmen Bat- 
terworth and Coleman Explain Their 
Vote on the Tariff Bili—The Bill in the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 23.—By a decision 
ot the Supreme Court ofthe United States to- 
day the last hope for life afforded William 
Kemmler, the New York murderer under sen- 


tence of death by electricity, was banished, 
and he will accordingly be executed in con- 
formity with the new law governing execu- 
tions in New York State. The decision wus on 
an application for a writ made by Roger M. 
Sherman of New York, counsel for Kemmler, 
argued last nt egg 4 The court was unani- 
mous in denying the application. Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller read the decision in full. He re- 
viewed the case, and severally went over the 
points made by Kemmler’s counsel, and 
ended by saying thatthe court had no hesita- 
tion In saying that they coula not, on the 
record as presented, reverse the decision of 
the New York Court of Appeals. 

The court in its decision first considered the 
question raised concerning cruei and unusual 
punishment. The first legal enactment in 
this regard, it was stated, was made when 
William of Orange became King of England, 
and its purpose was to prevent the infliction 
of barbarous punishments on citizens. The 
New York Court of Appeals in its 
decision stated that punishment of death 
by electricity certainly was new, and 
therefore unusual, but it was undoubtedly for 
the Legislature to say whether the mode fixed 
upon was cruel,the Legisiature having all the 
facts, after an investigation by a commission, 
before them. It was net true, so the Court 
steted, that the fourteenth amendment ma- 
terially changed our theory of government. 
Citizens of the States were aiso citizens of the 
United States. The fourteenth amendment 
simply furnished additional safeguard against 
encroachments on the fundamental rights of 
citizens, The privileges and immu- 
nities of citizens of the United 
States were indeed protected by it, but 
there are privileges and immunities arising 
out of the nature and essential character of 
the National Government and they did not 
embrace the privileges and !mmunities of cit- 
izens of the State. The enactinent of the State 
was within the legitimate sphere of the legis- 
lative power of a State, and the Legislature of 
the State of New York determined that elec- 
tricity was nota cruel and unusual punish- 
ment, and its courts had sustained that deter- 
mination. The court, therefore, could not 

erceive that the State thereby abridged 
cemmier’s privileges or deprived him of due 
process of law. . 


Explained Their Votes.

The McKinley bill isa protection bili, 
but asl ventured to say on the floor of the 
House, it is not constructed on the lines which 
seem to be the best policy and to afford the 
best protection to the whole American people. 
Iam in the caravan of the Republican party. 
It is one thing to protest against the action of 
the driver and try to exercise more or less of 
a tug at the reins, but it would be an entire- 
ly different thing to get out of 
the wagon and face the team with 
a bludgeon. The man who would do 80 
would runa big risk of being run over and 
trampled upon. What good could I do voting 
against my party on the passage of such a 
bill? None, whatever, whereas by remaining 
in I may be able to exercise a little influence 
for good. Mr. McKinley is an extreme pro- 
tectionist. He is straightforward, honest and 
manly in the expression of his own ideas, but 
I sincerely believe that in this matter of tariff 
the Senate at present is more in sympathetic 
touch with the people than has found ex- 
pression in the House. A tariff bill must 
originate in the House, but I hope thatin the 
Senate the bill will be modified so as to be 
more in line with the thought I endeavored to 
express inthe House, and, I believe, that so 
modified it will become a law this summer. 
There is the explanation of my vote.’’

DEBATE OVER THE PROPOSED |

Dr. Patton of Princeton, the Anti- Revision- 
iat Leader, Bows te the Will ef the 


Which Is Likely to Be Adopted, 


SARATOGA, N. Zea May 23.—The Important 
business before the Presbyterian Assembly 
this morning was consideration of providing 
a committee on revision. o resolutions 
were before the house, one by’ Rev. Dr. Me- 
Cracken of New York and the other by Rides 
H. Kay. Dr. Patton of Princeton College, 
who has been regarded as the leader of the 
anti-revisionists, said: 

This ie the most serious moment in the 
life of the assembly. We represent differ- 
ences of opinion. It is too late to raise the 
question as to the wisdom ef the 
assembly in submitting the overtures 
upon which we are about to act, but 
it is my opinion that it was a very ypwise 
act. I will oppose from the very bottom of my 
heart the submission of Dr. McOracken’s 
resolution to the assembly. Out ot 313 Pres- 
byteries of this assembly only eight ask for an 
absolutely new creed.I do not see the necessity 
forany alteration in the confession of faith. But 
184 Preabyteries have expressed themselves in 
favor of it and I bow to the opinion of the 
majority thus expressed. [Great applause.] 
Now, then, how shall we go at it? Is 
seems to be the general opinion ¢hat the bess 
way is to appoint a committee to consider the 
matter and report to tne next assembly, I 
don't care bow you appoint the committee, 
but Dr. McCracken’s resolution reads as 
though he was living in the middle ages and 
was assisting inthe appointment of the Doge 
of Venice. @ could do itin a much shorter 
way. We should appoint this committee be- 
cause itis right to do so. The church has a 
right to revise her creed and I will defend 
that right. [Semsation.] Kut what is the 
committee ygoing to do? What 
they for? I shall 
give this m a roving 
commission. Iwileh them to understand that 
no change shall be made that will in any way 
impairthe integrity of the Calvanistic sys- 
tem. [Applause.] Our confession of faith 
has been traduced, and I want this assembly 
to reaffirm the standards of belief in the very 
terms in which this committee is appointed.

_hour and fifteen minutes. Bishop Key 
called the conference to orderand at his re- 
quest Rev. E. 8. Smith conducted the relig- 
fous services, reading from Second Corin- 
thians. The hymn sung was the following: 


O for a heart to praise my God, 
A heart from sin set free, 

A heart that always feels thy blood 
Was freely spilt for me. 


A heart resigned, submissive, meek, 
My great Redeemer’s throne, 

Where only Christ is heard to speak, 
here Jesus reigns alone.

‘A memorial on the death of Rev. Nathan 
Scarrett of Kansas City was adopted. Mr. 
Scarrett was for two weeks in the General 
Conference a lay delegate from the Southwest 
Missouri Conference, He was taken ill while 
here, was forced to return home and died 
yesterday. 

A great debate arose over a committee re- 
port recommending that the Board of Ohureh 
Extension establish a system of mutual in- 
surance for churches. The regular order was 
suspended in order to approve this report as 
it was thought there would be no difficulty in 
securing approval. 

David Morton, Secretary of the 

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION, 
opposed the report vehemently. He said that 
the plan was not practicable. The board 
could not have local agents, because it would 
then be compelled to pay licenses, commis- 
sions and in many States deposit a guaranty 
fund in the hands of an Insurance commis- 
sioner. It might adopt another plan. It might 
have a central agency at Louisville. But in- 
surance companies adopting this scheme send 
adjusters out whena fireoccurs. These ad- 
justers have been arrested in some States for 
violating insurance laws. They have escaped 
from penalties by pleading technicalities, but 
the speaker wanted to know what would be 
the position of the church if it was forced into 
the same situation. An insurance business 
Was an entirely secular business, in whicb a 
religious organization should not engage. 
The speaker continued at some length and 
turned the tide against the report, which was 
not adopted. 

PUBLISHING HOUSE AGAIN. 

Mr. Smithson of the Baitimore Conference 
found a vacant moment to call the attention 
of the General Conference to the fact that bis 
conference was being ignored by the Daily 
Advocate, the official publication of the 
General Conference. 

Other members of the same conference 
spoke tothe same point. A speech from the 
Baltimore Conference concerning the publish- 
ing house, vontainiug facts and figures, was 
entirely suppressed. Why was this done? 

Mr. Boswell, assistant editor of the Advocate, 
said that he wus not responsible. He had not 
1 the speech. He had never heard 
of it. 


Tbe Baltimoreans wanted to know who was 
responsibie. There was a confusion of words 
inthe vicinity of the editor’s table, and the 
whole matter went into the past as the chair - 
man calied up business.

MAJ. WILLIAM GENTRY. 


Death of the Well Kuown Missourian at 
Sedalia. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCnH. 

SEDALIA, Mo., May 23.—Maj. William Gen- 
try, President of the Pettis County Court, died 
at his farm, three and a half miles north of 
Sedalia, of paralysis at 9:30 last night. He 
was stricken at4 p.m. and did not regain 
consciousness. Maj. Gentry was born in How. 
ard County, Mo., April 14. 1818. 
His father, Reuben E. Gentry, came 


to Missouri in 1809 and assisted in bullding 
Forts Hemstead and Kincaide inthe war of 
1812. William was elected County Judge in 
1858, holding that office for eight years. He 
was appointed to the same ones in 1881 and 
held it all the time since. In 1862 he was ap- 
pointed Major of the Fortieth Regiment En- 
rolled Militia by Gov. H. R. Gamble and con- 
tinued till the regiment was mustered out of 
service. He afterwards served as Major of the 
Fifth Regiment Provisional Militia. In 1874 he 
was the people’s candidate for Gover- 
nor in what was known a8 
the Tadpole movement and was de- 
feated by C. H. Hardin. Maj. Gentry was in- 
strumentalin building the Lexington & St. 
Louis Railroad, now known as Lexington 
Branch of the Missouri Pacific, and was a 
director in the eet roo and fora while its 
President. He was also a director in the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas Co. and the Sedalia, 
Warsaw & Southern, having been president 
of the latter company. Fora number of years 
he held the position of agent of Pettis County 
in rallroad matters. He was a member of 
Gen. Smith Post, G. A. R., aud his funeral] 
will be under the auspices of that body.

Vacant by Mr. Burnet’s Promotion—The 
Mayor’s Reasons for His Selection—Mr.

MAYOR’s OFFICE, Mar 23, 1890. 


„The matter of selecting a successor for Mr. 
Burnet as Street Commissioner has given me 
considerable trouble. Some of my friends 
are urging one Man, and other of my friends 
are presenting the claims of different men. I 
find it impossible to reconcile their differ- 
ences. The department is an important one. 
I must have at the head of ita man in whom I 
have perfect confidence. 

I have accordingly selected my Secretary, 
Mr. James W. Brennan, and shall send his 
name to the Council to-night. Mr. Brennan 
has had experience in railroad building in 
Iowa. He has served as a deputy or superin- 
tendent in the Street Department. He is fa- 
miliar with official life. His integrity, char- 
acter and attainments in every way qualify 
him for the position, and he will enter the 
office with the determination to execute it 80 
as to advance the best interests of St. Louis. 


The news of the appointment spread rapidly 

through the hall and 
CREATED MUCH SURPRISE, 

as none of the officials expected the 
Mayor to make any move until 
after Commissioner Burnet’s resignation bad 
taken effect, His bond as President of the 
Board goes before the Council for 
its approval to-night, and he expects 


to tender his resignation in the morning to 
take effect immediately. So unexpected was 
the Mayor’s action in fact that many were dis 
to doubt that he had made any 
appointment at all. There was a rush to the 
Mayor’s office for information, and for a time 
Secretary Brennan and Sergt. McGrew 
were ept busily engaged answering 
questions. The Mayor left his office for din- 
ner as soon as he definjtely determined to 
fillin the appointment blank with Mr. Bren- 
nan’s name. 
SECRETARY BRENNAN 
was seen by a reporter and asked if he had 
sought the position. He replied in the 
negative and in reply to another query he 
said he was confident thatthe Council would 
confirm. the nomination.’’ I can candidly 
state thatI did not seek this appointment. 
the Mayor concluded to give it to me and he. 
has determined to send my name to the Coun- 
cil. It Jam confirmed and take the officel 
will do all in my power to discharge its duties 
in a manner that will give  satis- 
faction to all. I held a position 
as inspector in that department and am some- 
what familiar with the workings of the office. 
Iam not a professional civil engineer—the 
charter and ordinances do not require it, but 
I do understand the making and repairing of 
streets and other details necessary in the 
management of the department.’’ 
THE STREET COMMISSIONERSHIP 
is one ot the most important ofall the de- 
partments of the city government, and 
one requiring both engineering and 
executive ability, though the charter and 
ordinances do not specify that it shall be held 
by a civil engineer. The Department 
has the largest patronage in the 
city ervice and has charge of 
the exp@nditure of immense sums of money 
every year for street improvements and re- 
pairs. Never since it was created in 1877 
with the adoption of the scheme and 
charter ‘has it been held by way other but an 
engineer. The principal deputies in the office 
must necessarily be civil engineers, for they 
handle all the outside work, such as lay- 
ing out the new stroets and 
the establishment of ali the grades. The po- 
sitions directly within the gift of the Commis- 
sioner, include the Assistant Street Commis- 
sioner, $2,500 per annum; General Superinten- 
dent, $2,100; Engineer of Reconstruction, $2,100; 
engineer of construction, $1,800; engineer of 
surveys, $1,800; engineer of bridges, $1,800; 
private secretary, $1,800; three street superin- 
tendents, $1,500 each; three assistant superin- 
tendents, $1,200 each, not to speak of the 
corps of engineers, surveyors, inspectors, 
overseers, field hands, rod mon, book-keepers, 
clerks and laborers. The average monthly 
expenditures of the office are in the neighbor. 
hood of $100,000. The department has over 
1,000 employes. 
THE APPOINTEE. 

James W. Brennan was born in Davenport, 
Io., over 30 years ago, and has been living in 
St. Louis since 1876. For several years bo was 
bookkeeper and warehouse superin- 
tendent for the W. 8. Hum- 
phrey Commission Company. He was 
nextonthe road as a traveling salesman, 
and between 1884 and 1888 he was Deputy 
Sheriffatthe Four Courts in charge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, then presiued 
over by Judge Noonan. 

When Sheriff Pohiman succeeded Harring- 
ton, Mr. Brennan was appointed a street 
overseer at $75 per month Inthe Street Depart. 
ment by Commissioner Burnet. He 
left there a year ago to take an inspectorship 
in the Building Commissioner’s office. When 
Charles E. Mead, Mayor Noonan’s first selec- 
tion as private secretary, left that position, 
Mr. Brennan was appointed to take his place. 

MAYOR NOONAN 

was geen this afternoon and said that after 
lookéng over the fleld he found that he couid 
not makea better selection. ‘‘Mr. Brennan 

is true and tried and know 

that he can honestly and faithfully discharge 

the duties of the position,’’ said the Mayor. 

He has a good business education, is a young 
man fullof lite and activity and will make a 

goodofficer, I believe myself that the street 

Commissioner should be more of a business 

man than anengineer, You anf say that it 
rests with the Council now whether or 
not. Mr. Brennan will take the 
fice. I will tell you candidly that 
I will not make any effort to 
influence awote in that direction. Mr. Bren- 
nan’s appointment will run until April next 
year.’ 

Mayor Noonan also said that he had been 
waited upon by the friends of over a 
dozen candidates for the office and 
that he found that there was no way of mak. 
ing asclection without causing more or less 
dissatisfaction. There were many interests 
represented in the race for the position and 
that, after giving the matter his attention, 
decided upon his secretary. 

WHEN THE COUNCIL 

receives the Meyor’s message announcing 
Mr. Brennan’s appointment it will be reported 
to the Committee on Public Improvements 
of that body composed of Councilmen Vogel, 
Meteaife and Horton, all Republicans. They 
willrecommend either the confirmation or 
rejection of the nomination.

CONFESSED HIS CBKIME. 


The Murder of Ola Man Rogers by Fletcher 
Kirby. 


OZARK, Mo., May 23.—A young fellow 
named Fletcher Kirby was captured: in Delta 
County, Tex., and broght back here charged 
withthe murder of an old scbool teacher 
named Rogers. Sheriff May got him from the 
Texas officials at Berryville, Ark.,and when 
he saw Sheriff May he broke down completely 


and made the following strange confessjon, 
which was written down and signed by Kirby 
and all present: : 

Jam guilty of the murder. I killed the old 
man for bis money and watch. Il never would 
have done it, though, if another man had not 
put me up to it. That man planned the whole 
thing, and said if I would kill the old man and 
divide the money with him he would see me 
through all right. He said he had been in 
that kind of business before and knew how to 
keep out of danger. He sald be would stand 
by me if it broke his own neck. Now, Iwill 
die before I will speak that man’s name, but 
I will write it down and you can read it 
for yourself. (Here Kirby wrote the 
name of nis alleged accomplice and 
handed it to the cierk of Carroll County. 
Sheriff May refuses to divulgeit.) Well, as 
Isaid, this man planned the murder and told 
me to take the old man across the State line 
into Missouri and kill him. He said we 
wouldthen divide the money and nobody 
would ever know anything about the matter. 
I agreed to the plan and told old man Rogers 
that if he would go down into Missouri he 
could find a good place for a store. He wanted 
to putupa little store and I told him Stone 
County was the place. The old man finally 
agreed to go to Missourl. Ihe man that put me 
up tothe murder went with usa part ofthe 
way. Meand theold man then went on to 
Missouri. When we got toCrow Creek, in 
Stone County, I left the main road and took „ 
“se leading down into the cedar hollow. 

hen we got down inte the hollow I jumped 
off my horse and told Rogers I was going to 
kill him. He said: ‘You better be careful 
what you do.’ Then he got off his horse, 
picked up arock and motioned like he was 
golng tothow it. ThenIshot him. Ithink I 
shot him twice. Ishot him with a 88-caliber 
British bull-dog. After I shot the the old man 
and he fell I took his money and watch. I got 
$80 in money. 

‘*‘When I had taken the money and watch I 
felt awful bad. Iwent off aiew steps and 
sat down by acedartree. Ithought I would 
kill myself. Itook off my hattoshoot my- 
self, then Iwent back tothe old man and he 
was still alive. I told him that I would give 
the world dto have the thing back; that I 
was sure to go to bell, Itold him I thought I 
wanted to kill myself. Hesaid: ‘No, you 
must not kill yourself; you are not prepared 
to die; Iiam. You must pray for forgive- 
nees.’ Hesaid he would fforgive me. All this 
time lwascrying and feeling awful bad. I 
asked the old man if he would pray for me; 
hesaid be would. ThenI knelt down by his 
side, took hold of his hand, and we both 
prayed. ThenI got up and left the old man 
stillaiive. I took his horse back home and 
divided the money with the man tbat put me 
up to the murder. I gave him $45. Isold the 
watch to a jeweler and divided the money 
with the man that led me into this thing. 
This is the whole truth about the Killing. 1 
is the first thing of the kind I was ever in, and 
I want to tell the whole truth if it hangs me.’’

THE LIGHTW EIGHT CHAMPIONSHIP. 


The ‘Streator Cyclone” Beaten by Andy 
Bowen in Twenty-eight Rounds. 


RING SIDE, WIST END, La., May 23.—The 
fight between Billy Meyer, known as the 
‘*Streator Cyclone, and the claimant to the 
lightweight championship, and Andy Bowen, 
of local fame, for $8,000 given by the West 
End Athletic Club, came off last night. Five- 
ounce gloves were used, and Meyer 
had his right wrist bandaged, claim- 


ing that it wae still suffering from the 
injuries it received in the fight with Hopper. 
Bowen weighed 130% pounds and Meyer about 
three pounds heavier, and both men seemed 
in excelient condition. Pat Kenrick was 
referee and among the spectators were Jobn 
Fitzpatrick, the referee in the Suilivan-Kil- 
rain fight; Charley Rich, Jake Kilrain and 
Sydney Bell. George R. Clark of Chicago was 
time keeper for Meyer, and Lionel Adams of 
New Orleans for Bowen. 

First round—Bowen gratified his friends by 
going for *‘the Cyclone’’ in great shape, get- 
ting in several vicious blows and having de- 
cidedly the best of the round. 

Second round—The local man again took the 
aggressive and xot in four blows to Meyer's 
three. Even betting was the result, the men 
dee ming well matched. 

Third round—Both men went in for a knock 
out and Bowen got in two telling blows on the 
neck. Meyer reétaliated and at theerdof the 
round seemed to be alittle the best off in the 
matter of wind. 

Fourth and fifth rounds—Bowen secured 
first blood and knocked Meyer over the ropes, 
Laving a decided advantage throughout. 

Sixth and seventh roungs—Both men were 
cautious end nota blow was struck. 

Eighth round—Meyer woke up to the neces- 
sity of doing something, and in an exchange 
of violent blows had decidedly the best of it. 

In the ninth round no blows were struck, 


but in the tenth Meyer hit Bowen vielently in 


the ribs, and it was evident he hurt his in- 
jured wrist in doing so. Bowen also got in 
some heavy blows. There was very little 
more fighting till the fifteenth round, when 
Meyer tried hard to get Bowen to ovér-exert 
bimself. 

Sixteenth round— Bowen had decidedly the 
best of the fighting, landing twice on Meyer’s 
neck, and getting in some vicious body blows 
in addition. 

Seventeenth round— Meyer turned the 
tables on the local man and punished him 


severely. 


In the elghteenth and nineteenth rounds 
neither man had a decided advantage. In the 
twentieth Bowen walked away and Meyer 
asked him repeatedly to come up and fight. 
Bowen at last complied and was knocked on 
to the ropes by a terrific blow. 

Twenty-firs! round—Bowen again refused to 
come up to Meyer. He walted for the Cy- 
clone“ and hit him squarely in the eye. 
Meyer retaliated by a blow in the neck, after 
which the men clinched and the referee ex- 
perienoed trouble in separating them. 

In the next three rounds Bowen had a slight 
advantage, though Meyer hit him very hard 
at times. In the Twenty-fifth Bowers hit 
Meyer in the mouth, causing blood to flow 
freely. Meyer seemed determined to knock 
out his opponent, but Bowen dodged and 
Meyer nearly fell. 

Twenty-sixth round—Both men were coy- 
ered with blood.

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Bribery of Louisiana Legislators 
_ to Be Investigated. 


The Ruin Wrought by the Lottery 
Brought to Light in Sad Stories, 


The Pathetic Tale of Wm. Wheeler of To- 
ledo, O.—Despondent Through the Less 
of His Money, He Blew His Brains Out at 
the Charity Hospital, Leaving a Letter 
in Which He Asked the Lottery Company 
to Ship His Remains Home—The Request 
Ignored and the. Body Interred in the 
Potter’s Field—A Story Which Needs No 
Moral.

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 23.—Capt, D. O. 
Kingman, United States Engineer in charge of 
the levee district from Vicksburg to the jetties, 
in an interview published in the New Delia 
indorses the figures as to the repairs to levees 
given by Judge White in a speech Saturday 
night, and declares that there is no necessity 
for the State to take the money from the lot- 
tery forthe purpose. The lottery papers have 
been denying the correctness of the Judge’s 
figures, and the indorsement of Capt. King- 
man has cut the ground from under them, 
and they are wild. Senator Murphy J. 
Foster of St. Mary Parish, president pro tem 
of the Senate and the leader inthe Senate of 
the fight against the lottery, to-day threwa 
bombshell into the lottery ranks in the Senate 
by introducing the following resolution: 


**Whereas a certain newspaper in New Or- 
leans has charged that four prominent lawyers 
ot that eity and a large number of lovbyists 
were attending the session in the interest of 
the Mexican Lottery Co., also that a large 
number of persons were here canvassing for 
the Louisiana Lottery Uo. and have im- 
properly approached members ofthis Gen- 
eral Assembly for the purpose of influencing 
votes, also that paid agents of the 
Loulsiana State Lottery Co. have been visit- 
ing different sections of the State with the 
view of improperly influencing votes of meni- 
bers; also, that one of said agents did, on or 
about the 24th day of April last, write toa 
member of the General Assembly, making im- 
proper proposals; also, that at the last ses- 
sion of this General Assembly sums of $1,000 
or more are believed to have been paid to 
members of this Assembly by said agents; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That a special committee of five 
be appointed by the Senate to investigate said 
charges, and that it have power to take testi- 
mony, to send for persons and papers, to ad- 
minister Oaths, to employ stenographers, 
etc.’ 

Senator Foster asked unanimous consent 
for the immediate consideration of the reso- 
lution. Senator Alfred Goldthwaite of New 
Orleans, who leads the lottery forces in the 
Senate, objected and the resolution went over 
until to-morrow. The lottery men are panic 
stricken, for ifthe Foster resolution can be 
passed it will cause an exposure of rottennees 
that will smell to heaven. The Lieutenant- 
Governor would appoint a committee to 
do its duty, and of course Fos- 
ter would be chairman. The antis 
now have more than one-third of each House 
und the measure is blocked for the present. 
A test vote was taken in the House yesterday 
on the question of decluiring vacant the seat of 
the member from the Twelfth Ward of New 
Orleans. The vote stood 38 (anti-lottery) to 
55 (lottery). Thirty-one is enough to stop the 
measure. Besides Speaker Henny and other 
members did not vote, but will vote against 
the lottery. The copies of your Sunday paper 
have not arrived. nquiry has been made for 
them at the Post-office and all of the express 
offices, but they are in none of them, 


The Ruin Wrought by the Lottery. 


In the small yard thatintervenes between 
the lottery company’s buildings on St. Charles 
street there isa fountain and around it a 
large basin In which alligators sport thein- 


selves. The alligator is the totem of the insti- 
tution, and the propriety of the selection 
impresses one quite forcibly. 

Very few come within the tolls of the lottery 
who escape entirely from its influence until 
It has fattened off their possessions. The 
most iniquitous part of the institution, to the 
peoble of New Orleans, isthe daily drawings. 
It is through these principally that the poor 
laborers of the city are dispossessed of their 
hard-earned wages. Ihe income of the lottery 
company in New Orleans alone from the daily 
drawings amounts to $10,000 daily. This 
means forthe 310 working days of the year 
$3,100,000 perannum. That vast sum comin 
from the pockets of the working people wou! 
cripple acity much more prosperous than 
New Orleans. Inthe twenty years of its ex- 
istence the lottery company has through its 
daily drawing alone absorbed over $30,000,000 
of the hard earnings of the masses of the city, 
and has probably not distributed in prizes 
over one-twentieth of that sum. 

Such has been the outcry against this rob- 
bing of the people thatthe lottery company 
no longer attempts to defend dally a 
Many of its advocates declare they must 
abolished and the lottery company has ex- 
pressed its willingness to discontinue them 
if given a charter to hold the monthly draw- 
ings. g 
THE TERRIBLE FASCINATION. 

So great is the fascination which these dally 
drawings have exercised that there is a large 
class of people in New Orleans who even 
neglect their work in order to be present that 
they may know at once whether their number 
has been drawn from the wheel. It le really 
asighttodraw pity from the bardest heart 
to see men and women, with wild eyes and 
strained nerves, waiting in dreath- 
less expectation to learn whether 
the turn of the wheel has brought 
them a fortune. Where it brings one a for- 
tune it brings thousands despair. To see 
them going forth after the drawing with 
despondent looks, one would surely think 
that they had been bereft of all hope of 
ever winning a prize, and would never return 
again. Butitis not so. Like poor Richard 
Carstone and Mrs. Fleet, and the man from 
Shropshire, of whose ruin by the delusive 
hope that they would inherit a fortune 
through a decision of England’s Chancery 
Court, Dickens so pathetically telle in his 
novel“ Bleak House, the spell is on them. 
They cannot escape from it, Day after day 
hope is replaced by despair, and despair by 
hope. And so they go on to the end. Oneofthe 
saddest cases that the writer ha ever known 
of was told to him while in New Orleans as an 
illustration of what ruin the lottery has 
wrought, It never became public, and it was 
told to the writer in confidence and with the 
assurance that he was but the third person 
who had any knowledge of it, There are 
probably many such cases which never come 
to light on account of the shame which would 
be brought on those concerned.

As will be seen by the letter the old man 
forgot to give the name of the street he lived 
on, but it was subsequently learned that he 
had been boarding with Mrs. Buist at No. 268 
Magazine street. While he was stopping tnere 
he learned of the death of his wife, and hav- 
ing spent most of his money in the lottery he 
could not go home to attend her funeral. This 
made him despondent and when finally he 
lost all he had, knowing his son’s circum- 
stances, he felt he could not send to him for 
more money and he determined that he had 
better die. 

The place he selected for his suicide—the 
Charity Hospital—is the institution which has 
been endowed by the lottery company, and 
consequently Wheeler felt since the lottery 
bad deprived him of all he had, it was oniy 
mae that it should provide him with a place 
to die. 

And what did the lottery company do in re- 
spect to the suicide’s request? Did they bury 
their victim? Did they hasten to carry out 
his last request that he might be laid beside 
the woman he loved? It is customary to pury 
those who die at the Charity Hospital at noon 
the nextday. The body of poor Wheeler was 
kept a day longer than usualin the expecta- 
tion that his dying request would be fulfilled. 

But no representative of the corrupting in- 
stitution came to take charge of the remains, 
The hearts which are now bieeding with sym- 

athy for the people of Louisiana were cal- 

ous to the appeal of the poor victim of their 

lezalized robbery. He had elven them all he 
had. The people can give them a charter to 
make more victims like poor Wheeler, and 
Mephistophelian like they promise the people 
wealth and happiness, and the people blinded 
like Faust cannot see thatthe return must be 
the delivering up of many souls. 

Dr. P. E. Archinard, the Coroner of New 
Orleans, in speaking tothe writer of Wheel- 
er's suicide said that the first shot whivh the 
old man had fired had only made a flesh 
woundin the neck, butthe second had en- 
tered the brain.

“Pbave just received aletter from the old 
man's son this morning“ (last Thursday), 
she said. 

The — was well written and of a most 
touching character. The young man said that 
he was so sick as to be confined to bed, and 
the trouble which had come upon him in the 
death of his mother and his father’s suicide 
had almost driven him to distraction. 

„I never thought, he said, ‘*that my poor 
father would ena his days like that. o had 
a comfortable home with me. Plenty to eat 
and drink; good clothes to wear, and good 
books to read. I thought he would end his 
days in peace and contentment.’’ 

**You see’’’ said Mre. Buist, ‘‘when the 
letter was handed back to her, 'the young 
man says nothing about the lottery. 6 evi- 
dently does not know anything about that. 

‘*‘I never was more surprised in my lite,“ 
she continued, than when I learned that Mr. 
Wheeler had been playing the lottery. I 
would not have been more surprised if my 
baby had been buying tickets. Why, he used 
to denounce the lottery gna The day 
before his suicide, which was Tuesday and 
the day of the monthiy drawing, he came 
home later than usual, andisaid to him, jok- 
ingly: ‘Now, Mr. Wheeler, I will bet you 
have been at the drawing.’ 

** *Yes, I was,’ he said. 

** ‘and what do you think of it now?’ I sald.

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THE OUTLOOK FOR WOOL. 


LOCAL DEALERS GIVE THEIR OPINIONS OF 
Ink MARKET. 


Prices Firm and the Demand Good at Pres- 
ent—All Advise Early Shipmentse—Some 
Difference of Opinien as to the Future 
Course of the Market—Some Interesting 
Facts About Wool, 


Local wool dealérs are somewhat divided in 
their opinions of the wool market. Some 
look for a strong market all year while others 
think a decline very probable. All are of the 
opinion, however, that the wisest course for 
shippers to pursues is to market 
their wools early. They argue that 
the market is now strong and while 
that state of affairs exist wool is bound to find 
ready sale, whereas it 1s u drug ona weak 
market. Another point they make is that it Is 
almost the invariable rule that the wool mar - 
ket is stronger and higher early in the sea- 
son than toward the close. While the wool 
season has now opened there have not been 
any very heavy receipts of the article on 
account of the manner in which 
shearing has been retarded dy the 
unseasonable weather this spring. st. Louis 
is the first market lu the country to receive 
wools as the new clip begins arriving bere sev- 
eral weeks in advance of any of the markets 
in the country. The season opens in the West 
and moves East. Asthe first wools are re- 


eeived here so do the buyers for the milis 
come to this point first to secure their sup- 
plies. The best prices almost always 
prevail in the season, 80 that 
wool to 8t. Louis would 
natural bring more than if shipped to another 
market, laying aside all the advantages of this 
point in the way of quick returne, low com- 
missions and charges, eto. A reporter of the 
POST-DISPATOH Visited several wool dealers 
and obtained their opinions on the market. 
MR. A. J. CHILD 

explained the situation as follows: ‘The 
wool market opens with a more active de- 
mand and better range of prices than was 
anticpated before the new wool began to 
arrive. The fact that St. Louls begins to ro- 
celve new wool from four to six weeks earlier 
than any other large market attracts here buy- 
ers in need of stock, making the demand for 
choice clips of Missour! and Illinois medium 
wool very active. In fact the demand has so 
far kept ahead of the supply. The unseason- 
able weather for shearing has held back ship- 
ments, making the wool season on the whole 
late, but there is every indication that the re- 
celpte here will be uncommonly large later 
on. The fact that St. Louis is the only strictly 
cash market in the country for wool 
le making it the tavorite market 
with growers who ship thelr own olips and 
with country buyers who need their 1 to 
operate with. It is also doubtless the fact 
that favorable action by Congress on the Me- 
Kinley tariff billis already having its effect 
upon prices. Strictly choice or gilt-edged 
lots of woo! sell above the nominal qaotations 
and have reached 25 cents per pound, which 
is more than was anticipated by * bo- 
fore the opening of the season. The exper!i- 
ence of the last fourteen years shows that 
In twelve of those years the early market for 
wool was the bestof the year. The — 
tions were the fall of 1879 end the few weeks 
following the last presidential election in 1888. 
In view of this, lrecommend early shearing 
and shipping.’’ 

MR. CHARLES WIGGINS, 
Secretary of the Western Wool Commission 
Co., expressed himself as follows: 

»The market for the past week has hardly 
been active as heretofore, but it is un- 
doubtedly only a temporary lull induced, 
more or less, by the disastrous flannel auc- 
tion sale that recently took place in New 
York. It was expected that wool having ad- 
vanced 5 cents per scoured pound, pricos 
would be maintained at last year’s level. The 
result, however, has been exactly the re- 
verse; prices have fallen below the level of 
the cost of production, the average decline 
from last year’s prices being 8 toll per cent. 
This has temporarily affected the wool traue, 
and manufacturers are moving cautiously. 
The receipts for the past week in this market 
show quite an increase over the preceding 
one and, as a rule, are in better condi- 
tion than those of last year. The fact 
of there being little or no wool 
here induces dealers and speculators 
to operate freely and pay good figures, as the 
former are anxious to have stocks to show the 
manufacturers. Although the tariff bill 
passed Congress, it has had very little effect 
upon wool; the price, as before stated, having 
advanced but Scents on the scoured pound, 
while it has deciined 11 percent on flannels. 
In other words, the effect of the bill seems al- 
ready to have been discounted. It is hoped, 
however, that as the new tariff on woollen 
goods ts almost prohibitive, it will have the 
effect of stimulating manufacturers, creating 
a good demand for the raw material and rais- 
ing prices. Of course this is only speculative, 
and is offset somewhat by the large stocks 
carried over from last winter, which will un- 
doubtedly have a tendency to keep down the 
price of the manufactured article. In view of 
these conditions, we would advise shippers to 
send in their wool as soon as possible and 
take the benefit of the ruling prices. If es 
ao not care to sell on the market, we will bold 
for them for better prices. 

MR. W. B. WESTCOTT, 

**The wool market is decidedly active,’’ re- 
marked Mr. W. B. Westcote of W. B. West- 
cott & Co.: Large holders, rather than sell 
their acoumulations at last year’s prices, are 
free buyers. This in the face of the low price 
on yarns and manufactured goods and the 
large amount of woolens in the jobbers’ 
hands, caused by two open winters in suc- 
cession, looks to us us if the bottom had been 
reached, and with the boom in stocks and 
grain we think we are on the eve of a little 
stronger prices, The stock of woo! in the 
sexvoard towns is light and milis are poorly 
supplied. Australla and the Cape show an 
increase in this over former clips of from 2% 
to 334 per cent, but being barred from those 
markets by the McKinley tariff bill and the 
disposition of holders not to part with 
thoir accumulations without a profit, and 
with a sharp demand from the mills, we 
look for aslcht advance. We would advise, 
however, prompt shipments. Should the 
milis fall to dispose of thelr stock freely by 
the Ist of August, the probabilities arethat a 
greatnumber will shut down, and in that 
event prices will declins.

7 a Proposition That Is Exciting Great Inter- | 


elt in Military Oircles—Bistory of the 

‘ Indian Allies—The Pawnee Scouts — 

 ©reok’s Indian Police—Wide Difference 
ot Opinion Among Officers. 


PROPOSITION is now be- 
ing considered in the War 
Dep nt contempilat- 
ing the formation of «a 
cavalry regiment recruited 
among the different 
Indian tribes, to be sta- 
tioned on the frontier, and 
to be employed in police 
and scouting duty. Nota 
little disscussion has 
arrisen in regard to this 
plan, some officers assert- 


\ 

ing that by its adoption the efficiency of the 

army would be greatly increased, while others 

are ofthe opinion that any such innovation 
would be highly detrimeftal tothe service, 

In order to ascertain whatthe feelingin re- 

gard to the proposed change was in military 

circles, a reprerentative of the PosT-Dts- 

PATCH called upon several officers, and asked 

them their opinion. 

A DISPUTED QUESTION. 

One officer, who has had long experience on 
the frontier said: **The question is one that 
has long been hotly discussed in the army, 

und in regard to which a very wide difference 
of opinion exists. Many officers have long 
been of the opinion that the best manner in 
which to settle Indian difflulties was to em- 
ploy Indians to fight Indians. The late 
Gen. Crook was a firm believer inthis, and 
carried the system of Indian police fur 
Sher than anyone else. Others operating 
in the same country had no 
faith at all in Indian scouts, and claimed that 
their employment was simply admitting an 
enemy and spy into our camp. In my opin- 
fon the truth lies somewhere between these 
@xtremes. There isno doubt that Indians 
bave been employed most effectually by the 
troops, and itis equally unquestionable that 
they have frequently 5 ed us false, and 
given important ald tot ostiles. Theidea 
of enlisting Indians is by no means a new one. 
They have heretofore never been incorpo- 
rate ith the reguiars, but many have been 
United States soldiers in all but name, and 
during the war a cavalry regiment 
was recruited for frontier service among the 
civilized tribes of the Indian Territory, and 
there were a large number in Van Dorn’s 
army in 1862. 

THE EFFICIENCY

A repetition of the experiment. A friend = 
mine once witnessed an — oe sight. 
few troops of Indian cavalry had been — 


cruited in the Territory and mustered in South-. 


ern Kansas. Horses were given them and 
after afew weeks’ preliminary drill the regi- 
ment received an issue of uniforms. They were 
Pleased with the blouses but did not like 
the trousers at all. Ihe morning after the 
issue of clothing a dress parade was held, and 
the Indians appeared in their new tr appings. 
The troops had not been many minutes on 
the parade ground when it was discovered 
— every trooper had cut his trousers in a 

— . — transformed them into leggins. The 

stband and the front was left, the entire 
seat being cut out down to midleg. These 
troops did net do any service on the 
frontier worth mentioning. The first 
important Indian allies the Govern- 
ment had on the plains were the Pawnees. 
When the settlements first began to pushWest 
in Kansas and Nebraska the Pawnees were 
among our flercest enemies. They were at 
war with tha Sioux, Cheyennes aud Arapa- 
hoes, and during the 508 these three tribes 
fell upon the Pawnees by surprise and measly 
wiped them out of existence. 

THIS BROKK THE PAWNEE. POWER, 
and to avoid absolute annihilation they allied 
themselves with the Government, and made 
splendid scouts, as they bitterly hated the 
tribes against which the troops were operat- 
ing, and co-operated with the troops 
with all their heare. But they were 
never regularly mustered in, were not sub- 
jected to strict military discipline and always 
operated with white troops. Afew Crows 
were employed as scoutsin the Northwest 
asalnst their hereditary enemies, the Black- 
leet, but Indian 9 Operating alone were 
never employed to — extent until Gen. 
Crook commanded his fir t campaigns against 
the Arizona Apaches. The condition of the 
Apaches was peculiar. There were a number 
of smalitribes, cach at feud with 8 all 
the others. This hostility Crook very skill- 
fully made use of. Heemployed large bands 
of scouts underthe command of chosen. 
officers, and soon put a stop to 
the depredations. In the Northwest he was 
not so successful In utilizing scouts, but never 
lost faith in them and when ordered back to 
Arizona again placed his chief reliaace on 
Indian allies. 
WHAT THE RESULT WAS 

has been and is still a controverted point. 
Crook always claimed that the suppression 
of the raids was largely due to the scouts, but 
other officers maintained that if there had 
been no scouts theré would have been no 
raids of any importance. It was charged not 
only that the scouts informed the hostiles of 
the movements of th. troops but that 
they supplied them with ammunition. 
Cartridge shelis, carefully reloaded, and 
with percussion caps skillfully inserted, were 
found in the belts of hoatiles, and also in the 
camps of the scouts. There was great dispute 
as to the good faith of the Indian allies, and 
this point will probably never be divided. 
That the Indians are made ofsoldier stuff no 
one denies, but how far they can be compelled 
to submit to military discipline, or how far 
they oan be relied on is yet uncertain. In the 
ovinion of many troops recruited among 
them should be removed far from their 
friends, and this would make recruiting very 
difficult. What the result would be cannot be 
foretold with any certainty.’’

Eaclid Avenue North of Barnes Advocated 
in Preference te King’s Highway for a 
Boulevard—Sale of Goodfeliaw Place 
and Numerous 
ported by the Agents—Proeperty in Strong 
Demand. 


The inquiry for real estate was exceedingly 
good to-day and some excellent transactions 
were closed in proofofa growing feeling at 
home and abroad that no field offers a safer 
and more promising futurefor investment or 
speculation than St. Louis property. 

In this connection a veteran in the business 
who has watched with much interest the won- 
derful building progress in theWestEnd, where 
there was nothing but pasture lots and garden

A Man Who Attempted to Commit Suicide 
Fined for Disturbing the Peace. 


On the evening of Saturday, May 10, Henry 
Hill attempted to commit suicide by shooting 
himself in the head. The wound ne inflicted 
was notafatal one, and Hill was in the First 
District Police Court this morning charged 
with disturbing the peace. Judge Cady fined 
him $50 and costs on the evidence submitted. 
Dr. Priest, the city physician, will probably 
inquire into the prisoner’s sapity. 

Hill is 54 years old and has been married for 
about four years toa woman about twenty- 
five years his junior. The two lived at 2112 
Gratiot street, Hill being employed as an 
engineer in the St, Louis Wire Mill, Twenty- 
fires und Papin streets. Mrs. Hill kept several 

@ntliemen boarders, of whom her busband 

e¢ame insanely jealous. Time and time 
again he did his utmost to induce her to send 
them away. Finally, in desperation, he called 
his wife into his room about 10:30 o’clock on 
the evening of May 10 and told her she 
would have to quit keeping boarders or her 
children would be fatherless. Hardly com- 
prehending his meaning the woman ran 
screaming towards the door. Hill drew a re- 
volver and made her stop. Then when one 
ofthe boarders entered in answer to Mrs. 
Hill’s scream he pushed the revolver in the 
man’s face and threatened to  biow 
out his brains if he came on an- 
other step. Mrs. Hill took this 
opportunity to make her escape. Hardly had 
she closed the door behind her when she 
heardashot. Running back into the room 
she found that Hill had shot himself in the 
right side ofthe head and was unconscious. 
The injured man was sent tothe City Hospi- 
tal, from which institution he was released 
this morning. 

In the meantime Mrs. Hill and the boarder 
had filed acomplaint charging Hill with dis- 
turbing the peace. The man is now in no 
condition to go to the Work-house and should 
be confined in some institution until he jfully 
recovers from the effect of the terrible wound 
in his head.

W. C. T. V. CONVENTION, 


The Election of Officers the Feature of the 
Morning’s Proceedings. 


This morning at 9 o’clock the concluding 
day’s proceedings of the W. C. T. U. ofthe 
State of Missouri, was opened at the Pick- 
wick Theater with a memorial service con- 
ducted by Mrs. Ira Lewis of Kansas City. The 
services were for the twenty-six members of 
the Union e State who died during the 
year. Thesérvices were quite long. When 


they had been concinded a number of visi- 
tors were introduced and addressed 
the convention. Mrs. Goodale of Louisiana, 
the fraternal delegate from the National W. 
O. T. U. to the National Conferenee of the M. 
E. Church, South, in sesslon in this city, ap- 
peared before the convention and told them 
what her report tothe National W. C. T. U. 
would be. Shessid the M. E. Conference had 
decided to indorse the W. C. T. U. movement 
wherever and whenever found. 

The election of officers followed and all the 
old officers were re-elected. They are Mrs. 
Clara C. Hoffman, president; Mrs. E. B. 
Morris, corresponding secretary; Mrs. R. B. 
Robinson, recording secretary, and Mrs. J. 
A. Glazier, treasurer. The three first named 
are trom Kansas City and the last named from 
Savannah. Mrs. Hoffman made a speech 
thanking the convention for the honor. Mrs. 
F. H. Ingalle of St. Louis, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, then pro- 
ceeded to report recommendations for the 
ensuing year. She explained that the recom- 
mendations were reported at the request of 
members, and many of them did not meet 
with the approval of the committee. The first 
recommendation reported by her was that if 
any district have a surplus lett in its treasury 
at the end of the yearthis surplus could not 
be added to its appropriation for the next 
ve ar, tut must gointothefund of the State 
Union. This recommendation was carried. 

The next recommendation was to appolnt a 
committee to seoure cheaper headquarters 
than the Union now has at Kansas City. It 
was explained that they hadtwo fine rooms, 
splendidly located, for a rental of $25 a month 
and that the central branch of the Union at 
Kansas City paid $6 of that amount for the 
occasional use of the quarters, leaving the 
rent of the State Union only $20 per month. It 
was the sentiment of the convention that the 
rent was already very cheap, but after much 
discussion a committee wes finally appointed 
to see if they could do better and if not to re- 
tain the present quarters. 

The third recommendation was to erect a 

Fav g@ ranite monument 7% feet high to Mrs. 
ose Phillips, the first corresponding seore- 
tary of the State Union, and It carried. 

The fourth recommendation to reduce the 
salary of the corresponding secretery from 
$65 to $50 a month was defeated by an almost 
unanimons vote. 

Asthe time for the dinner recess had now 
arrived, further action on the report was laid 
over until the afternoon session. 

The morning session closed with prayer 

service by Mrs. Hannah Bond of Fayette. 
The election of delegstes to the National 
Convention and deciding on the next place of 
meeting were not taken up at all, but will 
come up this afternoon.

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“ HYPPOLITE’S CABINET. 


OPPOSITION TO CERTAIN MEMBERS BY THE 
. CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES 


The National Assembly Favorable to Hyp- 
polite’s Rale—Liberals Opposed to the 
American Alliance— The President’s 
Plain Talk to the Deputies—Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Finance Firmin. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispatTcu. 

NRW Yorga, May 23.—Port-au-Prince advices 
of May 12 say the Chamber of Députies has 
completed ite organization, and on that day 
elected tie last three Senators necessary to 
All the jist. In its general completion the 
National Assembly is favorable to the Gov- 
but considerable antagonism has 

lready been developed toward certain mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and it in prob- 
able that the Government will not 
it easy to carry through some of 
its favorite measures, especially those 
that deal with the awkward problems left 
to it by Gen. Legitime. The Senators are 
chosen from each arrondissement by the 

Chamber of Deputies from two districts—one 
furnished by the Government, the other by 
the deputies from the district. Accordingly 
the feeling of the lower house is reflected in 
the election of Senators, and the choice of 
Medmond Paul, leacer of the Liberals, shows 
unexpected strength in the party the of mulat - 
‘tos, who consider themselves equal to the 
whites. They are bitterly opposed to the 
American alliance, and are jealous of foreign 
interference,though they would probably view 
a protectorate by France as affording a 
deslrable solution to their political tangles. 
It is not unlikely that Senator Paul will be 
made President of the Senate, and in this po- 
sition will have a great deal to say about the 
future policy of the Government; but Hyppo- 
lite has n® intention of being dictated to. 
The good sense of Paul and the strong char- 
acter of Hyppolite will probably keep the 
country quiet. On the Sth inst. the Chamber 
of Deputies and chief officers of the Govern- 
ment were received by the President, and his 
speech on that occasion is worthy of atten- 
tion and throwing light on the character and 


ou the policy be intends to pursue. I quote 
some of the most striking passages: 
HYPPOLITE’S 8PEECH. 

**You are opposed to my cabinet and wish 
toforce another cabinet upon me. Now, I 
have a constitution and find in it not one 
word giving anyone the right to dictate to me 
inthis matter. The right to dismiss or ap- 
point ministers lies entirely with me. I am 
gentle, very gentle, but don’t think you can 
crush me as I do a handkerchief. Do not 
push the Government todo what I don’t wish 
it to do. Were 1 to tell what I shoulddol 
think it might frighten you.’’ 

The President went on to warn the Deputies 
against making any efforts to diminish the 
constitutional power of the Government. His 
words were: ‘‘It will be best for me to leave 
you now, 1 for I may say too much. 
But I warn you to let the Government alone.“ 

Hyppolite is a comprowise President, but 
one whose strong personality more than 
makes amends for lack of party foliowing. 
He isa tall, large, fine looking negro of 65 or 
70 years of age. His hair, or wool, is noarly 
white. The expression of his face is kind and 
wentle. He is very slow and deliberate in his 
way. The President’s remarks to the delegates 
certainly seemed to indicate a determination 
to retuin at his side Firmin, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs and Finances. Firmin is an hon- 
est, intelligent, highly educated negro, and 
would do credit to any race or 
Government, His perfect integrity has 
gained for him the respect of every 
one here, but his uncompromising attitude 
toward those of his party who hold as their 
creed the legend only too familiar to our own 
ears, to the victor belong the spolle, has 
made him many enemies. Through his avil- 
ity he lias been abie to defeat the adversaries 

the Government, and until within a few 
days he has deen ate t perfectly secure in 
his position, but in bis careful administra- 
tion of Haytian finances Firmin has thought 
it necessary to withbold sums of money that 
have been loudly calledfor by 

THE OTHER MINISTERS. 

Your correspondent was told on excellent 
authority that Firmin will shortly resign. It 
isan admitted fact that Hyppolite came into 
power through the United States, and the 
knowledwe of this fact severely wounds the 
vanity ofthe Haytians. Firmin is gencraliy 
held responsible and the old Legitime party 
hate him with ahatred possibie onlyin a 
tropical temperament. Yesterday afternoon 
the American Minister, Mr. Douglas, was 
having an interview with Mr. Firmin on mat- 
ters of interest to both countries. Several 
people gathered about the doorway with the 
evident intention of listening to the conversa- 
tion, and when directed to 
withcraw simply refused to do 
#0. The most prominent intruder was 
M. Archer, an old supporter of Legitime and 
delegate to the Chamber of Deputies. The al- 
tercation soon grew bitter; Firmio and Archer 

to biows. Minister Firmin is 
but strong and active, and 
made short work or driving 
the delegate in an undignified way dow tue 
stairway. An officer trom the Kearsage, who 
Was present, said to your correspondent that 
fora moment it looked as if trouble would 
take place. The retirement of Firmin probab- 
ly means a less honest expenditure of the 
public funds and possibly a return to French 
litical ascendancy. M. Fanchial, who was 
0 Salomon’s Cabinet, will succeed bim. 
Firmin is a Haytian Mugvump; Fanchial is a 
practical politician. Thereis no doubt that 
the French, English and Italian Governments 
have agreed to act In concertin pressing the 
claims of their subjects. The action will be 
limited to bringing moral pressure-to bear. 
Germany has recognized Hyppolitel and the 
Emperor has sent him an autograph letter of 
congratulation.

The First General Order for the May Festi- 
val—Arrangements for the Big Down 
Town Parade—The Epworth League 
Meeting—German T. M. c.

The annual spring mass-mecting of the 
Baptist Sunday-schools of the city and county 
was held last night in the Delmar Avenue 
Baptist Church, on Cabanne avenue, near
